SYSONBY, TRADITION AND ART-
FUL MAY BE MATCHLD

To Settle the Twe-Year-0ld Champlenship
At Gravesend—Busy Day In the Betting
Ring—Sydney Paget Buys Fast Filly
Belle Strome at Auction for 89,500,

If negotiations which were begun yester-
day go through without a hitch, there will
be & special sweepstakes run at Gravesend
this week to decide the two-year-old cham-
plonship. It has been planned to have James
R. Keene's Bysonby, the best colt of his age
in training; Sydney Paget’s wonderful filly
Tradition, and a representative from H. B.
Duryea’s stable, possibly the Futurity win-
ner, Artful, meet in what will practicall
& match race, weight for age, the di
to be about slx furlongs. The oubooﬂpthn
suggested is to be $2,500 a corner, the Brook-
lyn Jookey Club to add $5,000. While the
proposition was not actually put up to the
Brooklyn Jookey Club yesterday, it was
generally understood that President F. J.
Dwyer would jump at a chance to pull off such
& race and would gladly hang up a purse of
such size. It was said that Mr, Paget and
Traimer Jack Joyner had already expressed
a willingness to start Tradition, who has won
80 many laurels that many belleve that she
is the best two-year-old that has been eeen
on the Eastern turf in many years. In the
Futurity, Tradition gave weight to Sysonby
and beat him in the last fow strides for the
place. Exouses were made for Bysonby, who
up to that period had been regarded as a
phenomenon.

It was not until the Melton colt had won
the Junior Champion Btakes last Monday
in a gallop that the Keenes began to feel
that he had fully reoovered his Invincible
form. But whether they will be willing to
start Sysonby in a match with Tradition, and
poseibly Artful, is a matter that hus not
vet been decolded, although it is said the
Keenes have the proposition under con-
sideration. While Bysonby was kept in the
barn after his defeat in the Futurity, Tra-
dition won the Flatbush Stakes and the ireat
Eastern Handicap. Artful, with a weight
concesalon, beat both Sysonby and Tradltion
in the Futurity and then captured the ureat
Filly Stakes In a romp. Inthelatter event
the Futurity winner struck herself and has
been on the shelf ever since. If Mr. Duryea
and Trainer Rogers should be unwilling to
start Artful in the proposed sweepstakes, they
might be induoed tosend Tanya to the post,
but Artful is the best of the Duryea two-
year-olds and is the one in demand by those
who are trying to get up the race. Such an
affair would probably attract a great crowd
to the Jravesend track, for the question of
supremacy among the two-year-olds would
be settled beyond the question of a doubt.

Racehorses In training belonging to the |

National Stable, Sydney Paget and others
were sold at auotion before the races yester-
day. The star of the sale was the filly Belle
Strome, who brought the top price, $9,500,
which was paid by A. J. Joyner, acting for
the Paget stable. The colts Invader and Sir
Brillar went to C. T. Henshall at big prices.
E. R. Thomas paid more than $5,000 for the
two-year-oldas Diamond and Quadrille. Belle
Strome will carry the Paget <olors in the
Matron Stakes at Morris Park.

It was a day of heavy speculation in the
betting ring. Alex Shields had a disastrous
time of {t. He began with a big commission
on Leonidas, following it upwith a solid wager
on Thirty-third. He dropped another bundle
on MoChesney a place and prepared to get out
of the hole with a large bet on My Buela.
The defeat of the latter made him go to Or-
monde’s Right in the last race for the limit,
but luck was still against him. E. E.Smathera
lost heavily, too, on leonidas, Thirty Third
and McChesney. Bob Tucker burned up
a $5,000 commlission ow Thirty Third, but he
got it back by playing Broomstick a place.

Jack MoGinnis won $12,000 on Foxhunter, |

getting the money down all over the ring at
$500 a clip, but he had previously lost a good
bet on Collector Jessup in*the first race.

Pittsburg Phil, who is not betting very
beavily these days, played Consuelo 1I. across
the board in the third race. Fred Calhoun, the
owner of the filly, aleo backed her exten-
sively. Many Brooklyn politicians played Blue
Coat, particularly toshow. Thefollowersof the
Paget stable cleaned up with Czaraphine, but
lost 1t all back on My Buela.

James H. MoCormick, who trains for I.. V
Bell, sent enough money into the ring in the
last race to back Grenade down to fives from
eights. But in the fAfth race Belligerent,
from the Bell stable, consumed a similar
commission in short order.

There was such a jam that
Owner Smathers and Trainer Taylor were
Jostled about for ten minutes. The Macduff
horse looked to be In fine trim and warmed
up well, but it was the same old story when
it came to racing.

Beldame will not race again this year,
according to Newton Bennington, unless
she starts in some event at Morris Park out
of oowrteay to ber real owner, August Bel-
mont. Bhe has been raoing steadily since
she won the Carter Handicap at Aqueduct
and is entitled to a rest.

Hildebrand continued to show improve-
ment in his saddle work, landing two win-
ners, Grenade apd Major Pelham. He also
finlshed third twice, with Blue Coat and
MoChesney. After Willla Davis had ridden
Bydeny Paget's Csaraphine to victory, the
story was circulated that he had signed a
regular contract to ride for the Paget-Hag-
gin-Joyner horses next season. When asked

about the mafgter, Mr. Paget said that no
ocontract had been signed but that Davis
was well thought of and would receive mounta
from the stable whepever it was possible
to secure his services.

SPEEDY AUZTO BOAT AGAIN WINS
ON HUDSON RIVER COURSE.

In Three Days of Raecing W. 8. Kilmer's
Boat Covered Ninety-four Miles in
4 Hours 1S Minutes 24 BSecends
—Five of Ten Finish In Rough Water.

The Vingt et Un, owned by W. 8. Kilmer
of the Chippewa Bay Yacht Club, won the
challenge cup of the American Power Boat
Association. She finished first in yesterday's
race which was held on the Hudson River,
starting off the Columbia Yacht Club house
at the foot of West Eighty-aixth street. Tha.
Vingt et Un won two out of the three races
and made a very good rocofd. In the first
race in emooth water she made the fdstest
time over the course, but was beaten by hav-
ing to allow time. In this race she made
thirty nautical miles in 3 bour 15 minutes 57
seconds, averaging 23.70 knots, or 27.285 stat-
ute miles. In the second race, which she
won, she made thirty-two nautical ‘miles i
1 hour 27 minutes 8 seconds, averaging 22.03¢
knots, or 25.35 statute miles. The water was
rough that day. Yesterday, when the con-
ditions were even more unfavorable, she
made the thirty-two miles in 1 hour 30 minutes
24 seconds, averaging 21.24 knots, or 24.426
statute miles an hour.

In the three days racing the Vingt et Un
made ninety-four miles in 4 hours 18 minutes
24 seconds. This Is at the rate of 22,217 knots,
or 25.549 statute miles an hour,
